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Uncle Sam to Prosecute Em- 
bezzling Bank Tellers. 


TWO ARE UNDER ARREST 


H. J. Martin and J. H. Wilson 
Feel the Law’s Force. 


FORMER HAS STOLEN $4,100. 


Was a Trusted Employe of the Com- 
mercial National. 


THEY MUST PAY THE PENALTY. 


The United States Government, represent- 
ed by United States District-Attorney John 
C. Black and National Bank Examiner 
John C. McKeon, yesterday took steps to 
teach defaulting bank employés a salutary 
lesson. They are acting under instructions 
from Washington. 


Harry J. L. Martin, for the last four years | 


teller for the Commercial National Bank, 
was arrested on a warrant sworn out by 
Mr. McKeon, charging him with embezzling 
$4,100. Martin confessed to the bank ex- 
aminer three days ago he was short, and an 
examination proving the truth of his ad- 
mission, Controller of the Currency Eckels 
ordered the Law Department to take the 
case in hand. 

Later in the day another bank thief was 
hauled up by Mr. McKeon. This victim of 
Uncle Sam’s determination to stop pecula- 
tion in financial institutions under his super- 
vision was Joseph H. Wilson, paying teller 
of the Illinois National Bank, who, with Re- 
ceiving Teller Benjamin Jones, stole $19,000 
of that concern’s money. Wilson was dum- 


founded when placed under arrest, as the 


guarantee company which was on his bond 
and personal friends had made good the 
amount he stole from the bank. But this is 
no palliation of his offense in the eyes of the 
government, and he will be prosecuted just 
as vigorously as if he had not returned one 
cent of the stolen money. 
May Be After Jones. 

It is believed a warrant was also sworn out 

for Jones, but officials would not admit this 


last night. 

The United States statute under which 
Märtin and Wilson will be prosecuted is se- 
vere, and provides not less than five nor more 
than ten years’ imprisonment on conviction.

Sec. 5,209. Every president, director, cashier, 
teller, clerk, or agent of any association who em- 
bezzles, abstracts, or willfully misapplies any of 
the moneys, funds, or credits of the association, or 
who, without such authority, issues or puts forth 
any certificates of deposit, draws any order or bill 
of exchange, makes any acceptance, assigns any 
note, bond, draft, bill of exchange, mortgage, 
judgment, or decree, or who makes any false entry 
in any book, report, or statement of the associa- 
tion with intent, in either case, to injure or de- 
fraud the association or any other company, body 
politic or corporate, or any individual person, 
or to deceive any officer of the asso- 
ciation, or any agent appointed to examine the 
affairs of any such association, and every person 
who with like intent aids or abets of

martin Thefts Detected. 


Bank Examiner McKeon went to work on 


the books of the Commercial National Bank 
early in the week, and soon discovered evi- 
dence of a shortage in Martin’s accounts. 
At the same time the teller made up his mind 
his books would not stand investigation, and 
made what amounted to a confession to 
the American Security company, which was 
on his bond, with the promise that if he was 
given the opportunity he would make good 
his stealings. The officers of the latter com- 
pany accordingly put him under the surveil- 
lance of the Theil Detective Agency, but he 
was allowed his liberty, so that, if possible, 
he could procure the needed money. Martin 
was the more hopeful of being able to do 
this as he has wealthy relatives in Douglas, 
Mich., who, he thought, would willingly 
come to his assistance. 

In the meantime a thorough investigation 
of Martin’s accounts disclosed complete 
proof of the shortage. The case was re- 
ported to the government authorities, and 
they at once direeted McKeon to swear out 
a warrant for Martin's arrest. This Mr. 
McKeon did, going before United States 
Commissioner Foote for that purpose. The 
warrant was put in the hands of Marshal 
Allen, who served it on Martin last night, 
finding him in the company of one of the 
Thiel detectives, who practically had him 
under arrest. 


Trying to Raise Money. 

Deputy Marshal Allen relieved the detect- 
ive of the custody of his prisoner. Martin 
did not want to go to jail, and as Commis- 
sioner Foote was not in his office arrange- 
ments were made to keep him at a down- 
town hotel over night. But the trio did not 
go to the hotel immediately. Martin want- 
ed to visit friends whom he thought would 
‘his bond in the morning. He also 
thought he could make one more desperate 
effort to raise the amount of his shortage, 
thinking if the total sum was tendered the. 
bank before his case was called by Commis- 
sioner Foote the prosecution might lapse, it 
being his intention to contend that no embez- 
ziement existed. 

But this hope is futile, as the government 
will prosecute him nevertheless under the 
clause in the banking laws punishing the 
alteration of books by any officer of a bank, 
and the fact that restitution of the money 
has been made will not be allowed to inter- 
tere. N 
Martin has been a teller ot the Commer- 
cial National Bank for the last four years. 
He came here from Douglas, Mich., and was 
a man of exemplary habits. Two years ago 
he was married to an estimable young wom- 
an and they live in a comfortable and al- 
most luxurious home at No. 1194 Jackson 
boulevard. 

The manner in which Martin spent the 
money he is accused of embezzling has not 
yet been established. He lived a quiet life, 
so far as is known, and had no especially 
extravagant habits. His household expenses 
were not greater than his salary could easily 
meet and he was without vices. The idea 
entertained by thé bank officials is that he 
has been speculating and lost, but how true 
this is is not known.

Owner of the San Francisco Examiner 
Will Assume Control of the Property 
Within the WeekeJohn R. McLean 
Declines to Complete His Purchase 
Price Paid for the Paper Not Known 
New Staff to Be Organized from Among 
Best Newspaper Men-New York News. 


New York,Oct. 4.—[Special.]—W., R. Hearst 
of the San Francisco Examiner is tonight 
owner of the New York Morning Journal. 
The deal was perfected today. The price paid 
for the property is not made public. 

When Mr. McLean of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer bought the Journal three months ago 
he and his associates in the enterprise put up 
one-eighth of the purchase price, or 
$50,000 It is said when the time 
came around for the payment of the second 
installmeut under the contract Mr. McLean 
and associate informéd Albert Pulitzer, 
former proprietor of the Journal, they did not 
careto continue the enterprise, and while 
they declined to make good the amount due 
they would see that Mr. Pulitzer’s claim was 
made good. and would iuterest themselves to 
find a purchaser for the property. 

Mr. Hearst, by the way, is not the first per- 
sou who has been approached upon this sub- 
ject. There is some speculation tonight as to 
whether Mr. Hearst has acquired the property 
at a cost equal to the $350,000 which Me- 
Lean and partner were under obligation to 
pay to become actual owners of the paper. 

As indicated last uight, the Cincinnati ele- 
ment that has controlled the paper since the 
sale by Mr. Pulitzer, has found it an expen- 
sive property. It was from the outset run 
upon a high pressure and at an expense cal- 
culated to eventually bankrupt an ordinary 
newspaper owner, But somehow New York 
did not crave the style of paper given them, 
good as it was—and in many respecte it was 
an exceilent, newsy sheet—and patronage fell 
away speedily. It is thought by many that 
had Mr. McLean striven less to revolutionize 
New York journalism he might have won a 
larger share of success. 

Those who know Mr, Hearst’s intentions 
say he is not possessed of the idea that he 
can upset methods or at once cultivate a 
taste for the journalism of the Pacific coast, 
good as that may be. He will strive to make 
a paper adapted to New York demands. 

The name of the Journal will not be 
changed, at least for the present. ‘The price 
will be maintained at one cent. The new 
management may assume control within the 
week. 

It is said there will be a complete change in 
the personnel of the editorial staff. Rumor 
connects the nameof W. Bradford Merrill, 
now night managing editor of the World, with 
the managing editorship of Mr. Hearsi’s 
journal. But this is not definite. 8. 8 
Chamberlain, managing editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner, is in New York, and he 
isgiving his chief assistance in forming the 
staff of the new purchase,

TRAMP KILLED BY A DETECTIVE. 


Railroad Policeman Fights with a Gang 
and Fatally Wounds One, 

Special Detective Charles McCarthy of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 
shot and fatally wounded John Sheridan, a 
tramp desperado, early yesterday morumg at 
Pine, Ind. 

Sheridan and two companions were found 
in a freight car loaded with merchandise. 
When put off the train at Pine he drew a 
huge claspknife and attempted to stab Me- 
Carthy. His companions circled round to 
attack the detective in the rear. Warnings 
from McCarthy fell on deaf ears. He backed 
towards the trein and tosave his own life drew

The latest of these mysterious deaths is that 
of Walter Burge, who will be buried at his 
home in Wheeler, Ind., this morning. The 
attendance of friends and neighbors will be 
large. If their search for his murderer, which 
has been on foot since Wednesday, had proven 
successful there would probably have been a 
lynching as well as a funeral. 

Hruge was found Wednesday morning lying 
beside the Michigan Central tracks near 
Lake, Ind. He was unconscious and terribly 
injured; His skull was fractured and a splinter 
of woodtwo inches long and half an inch 
thick had been driven into the base of 
the brain. His left ear had been 
torn off, and his face was cut and 
bruised; He was taken to his home, but 
died without regaining consciousness. 

It wat a clear case of murder. The in- 
quiry set on foot by Burge’s friends clearly 
established this, but failed to give any trace 
of the whereaboypts cf his murderer,

The case 
was too serious for the Indiana surgeon, so 
the wounded man was brought to Chicago 
and placed in the Englewood Union Hospital, 
Sixty-fifth street and Union avenue. He re. 
covered sufficiently to state that his name was 
John Sheridan, his age 23, and that his 
mother lived at No, 364 Wabash avenue, 
Toledo, O. Last night he was unconscious 
and was failing fast. 

Special Policeman Charies McCarthy was 
seen last night at his house, No, 2919 Went- 
worth avenue. He said:

He said yester- 
day: McQarthy is the best officer I have 
had for a long while, He is forbearing, but 
full of courage. He frequently cleans sixty 
tramps and thieves off one freight train be- 
tween La Porte and South Chicago. He has 
been shot at repeatedly and has arrested more 
car thieves and escap criminais than all 
the Deputy Sheriffa in Northern Indiana. I 
know he was in deadly peril before he shot 
this man. I expect every day to hear the 
tramps have killed McOarthy. I expect to 
find he is wanted by the police somewnere. 
No one unfamiliar with railroadmg can 
imagine the trouble these tramps make for 
railroads. The thieves are worse.” 

Sheridan was seen at the Englewood Union

PHILADELPHIA FIRE L083 OF $100,000. 
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SCORES ARE CAUGHT. 


SALOON MEN INDICTED BY THE 
HAMMOND GRAND JURY. 


Court Orders Report to Be Made or Many 
More Bills Would Have Been Found 
Five Hundred Witnesses, Many of Them 
Voluntary, Give Evidence Against the 
Liquor Men<Another Jury May Be 
Called to Coguplete the Work in No- 
vember=Northwest News. 


Hammond, Ind., Oct. 4,—[Special.]— 
When the grand jury which has been in 
session at Crown Point for the last three 
weeks adjourned this a oon 187 new 
cases were added to docket for the 
November term of the Lake Circuit Court. 
These cases are in the form of indictments 
representing many days and nights of hard 
labor performed by the members of the jury. 

Had the court remained in session a few 
dayslonger no doubt the number of true 
bills returned would have been increased to 
fully 400, as the grand jury had only begun 
its raid on the evil-doers and had work 
mapped out that would have lasted for some 
time, but a halt was culled by the court order- 
ing them to make their report today so that 
the business could be wound up for the term. 

All but eight or ten of the indictments are 
against saloonkeepers for violation of the 
Nicholson law, and while some saloon men of 
the county have escaped, it is only because 
the grand jury had no more time to work. 
During its session fully 500 witnesses have 
been examined, many of them having vol- 
untarily come before the jury and given evi- 
dence against the law-breakers. 

The fight has been a bitter one on the part 
of the temperance people, who are deter- 
mined that an example shall be made of those 
who have persisted in paying no attention to 
the new law, but have openly violated not 
only one of its provisions but all of them, 
Prosecuting Attorney Heard and three depu- 
ties have been at work since last Tuesday 
writing out the indictments, and it was not 
until this morning that their work was com- 
pleted, 

It is probable that another grand jury will 
be called at the November term of court to 
finish the work begun by the one which ad- 
journed today. Itissaid this will be neces- 
sary on account of the large amount of evi- 
dence introduced which could not be acted 
upon in the limited time this grand jury has to 
work in, 

These indictments will be fought bg the 
saloonmen and the constitutionality of the 
new law questioned. The defendants will be 
aided by the State Liquor League and the 
best lawyers in the State will be employed to 
defend them. 


EFFORT TO SAVE A MURDEREDP’S LIFE, 


Illinois Supreme Court Will Be Asked to 
Stay Execution of Albert Wallace. 

Peoria, III., Oct. 4.—[Special,]|—A desper- 
ate effort is to be made to save the neck of 
Albert Wallace, the Tazewell County mur- 
derer condemned todeath on the gallows Oct, 
27. George B. Foster, a Peoria attorney, 
will file application before the Supreme 
Court for a new trial or a stay of execution. 

The basis on which such application will be 
made is that Judge Green, in passing sen- 
tence, went beyond the limit of the statutes, 
which provide that the defendant shall be 
sentenced to death in not less than fifteen nor 
more than twenty-five days from the time 
sentence is pronounced.

Western Union Employes Allege to Ha 
Laid a Scheme Bare. 285 

Representatives of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph company yesterday unearthed what 
they alleged to be a wire-tapping scheme in 
the Imperial Building on South Clark street, 
between Jackson and Van Buren. 

Armed with a legal process two employés 
of the company and a constable searched 
the rooms of Oscar M. Stone, an electrician 
and sporting news agent in the building. 
They discovered paraphernalia for the trans- 
mission of news by electricity, which may 
prove a serious discovery for the proprietor. 

No arrests have as yet been made in the 
case, but the Western Union representatives 
say they have evidence enough to fasten up- 
on Stone, and possibly James Turner, an as- 
sistant, a flagrant act of wire-tapping. 

Three months ago the detectives who were 
working on the case ran a dummy wire to 
that alleged to have been used by Stone. 
The other connection was then out and for 
several days the news was sent regularly. 
Finally a big horse race took place and, Mr, 
Everham says, the wrong horse was sent 
over the dummy wire as the winner. Stone’s 
patrons, it is said, all lost money and abamn- 
doned his service for one more reliable. 

Stone has been in the news business in 
Chicago for ten years. During the period 
from March, 1890, until July, 1808, when the 
Board of Trade sought to suppress the 
“bucket shop” business by refusing to pub- 
lish quotations, he did a large business 
among the brokers, furnishing the much- 
needed information. :

FIGHT IN CHICKASAW NATION. 


Proposition to Have Corbett and Fits- 
simmons Admitted as Full-Fledged 
Members of the Chickasaw Tribe 
and Thus Evade Interference of 
the United States Authorities, Pull- 
ing the Mill Off at Some Point With- 
in the Nation. 

Ardmore, Chickasaw Nation, I. T., Oct. 4.— 
Special. I— There is no doubt the head men 
of the Chickasaw Nation are favorably im- 
pressed with the overtures that have been 
made to them to permit the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons fight to be pulled off in this nation. 
The agents of the Santa Fé railread have 
been hard at work at both ends of the line 
since Wednesday, and besides the induce- 
ments they have held out to the Indians 
have made promises to Dan Stuart and the 
Florida Athletic club which will have great 
weight when the club comes to finally select 
& place wherein the fight may take place. 

The most novel proposition made in con- 
nection with the matter will be broached 
to the Chickasaw (Council, now in session 
at Tishomingo, It was feared if the men 
should attempt to fight on the territory 
of thé nation some members of the tribe 
might be induced to make a complaint to 
the United States authorities, and thus 
bring into the question the right of the 
government to interfere when a person not 
a member of the tribe trespassés upon 
Indian lands, There is no question the 
United States authorities are more than 
willing to stop the fight and would act upon 
the slightest provocation. 

To forestall any action by Attorney-Gener- 

al Harmon or Secretary of the Interior Hoke 

Smith the parties planning to have the fight 
take place in the Chickasaw Nation have 
evolved uw scheme as ludicrous as it is novel 
and as it will probably be effective. It is to 
appear before the council at Tishomingo and 
make application in behalf of both Corbett 
and Fitssimmons that they be admitted as 
full-fledged members of the tribe, with all 
the rights and privileges that members of 
the Chickasaw tribe now enjoy. As mem- 
bers of the tribe they would be without the 
jurisdiction of the United States or Terri- 
torial authorities for any infraction of the 
nation’s laws they may be guilty of and 
would not be subject to the possibility of 
interference by United States authorities 
when they meet in the ring 

The matter has been fully discusséd by the 
best known lawyefs in the Territory and 
there seems no legal impediment to the 
scheme going through. Judge Moran Scott, 
ex-United States Commissioner, is one of the 
men engineering the new scheme, and he has 

one to Dallas to talk the matter over with 

an Stuart. If the plans go through the 
fight will be held either here or at Colbert, 
on the north side of the Red River and just 
across the line from Denison, Tex. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 4.—Information 
from a private source received tonight says 
the Choctaw tribe in Indian Territory also 
intends adopti Corbett as a member, in 
order that the fight can be brought off in 
their nation. When asked what he would 
do under the circumstances Corbett said he 
would accept the honor, paint his face red, 
wear an eagle feather in his hair, and do 

nything to make himself look like an 

Indian, just so he could get a chance at Fitz-

— IN INTERNATIONAL 
COLLEGIATE GAMES. 


All Eyes Will Be Turned Toward Man- 
hattan Fi Today, Where the 
Picked Men of Yale Will Do Battle 
with the Flower of Cambridge for 
Athletic Honors—Shrewd Observers 
Predict Another Victory for the 
Americans—How the Men Compare. 


New York, Oct. 4 4.—(Special.|—Manhattan 
Field will be thronged tomorrow with college 
men from all sections of the country, and es- 
pecially will the sons of Old Eli be out in 
force, for then and there will o@cur the first 
international college athletic meet that has 
ever taken place on American soil, the con- 
testants representing the pick of Cambridge 
University and of Yale College. It is to 
Yale that the credit of originating these in- 
ternational college contests rightfully be- 
longs, for it was its action last year in send- 
ing a picked team across the Atlantic to con- 
test in a series of games with the picked 
athletes of Oxford that paved the way for the 
Present visit of the Cambridge team. On 
this occasion it was the Cambridge athletes, 
winners of the university championship over 
Oxford this year, that threw down the 
gauntlet to the American college, and Yale 
picked it up. 

The men who make a study of form and 
who have watched the work of both teams 
closely incline to the belief that the sons of 
Old Eli will carry off the majority of the 
events, though they concede that the games 
will be won by a majority of points much 
smaller than that which signalized the vic- 
tory of the Americans in the recent Now 
York Athletic club-London Athletic club 
games, The events to be decided on this oc- 
casion, eleven in number, are as follows: 
100-yard dash, 300-yard run, 440-yard run, 
880-yard run, one mile run, 120-yard hurdle 
(two events, one on grass and one on cinder 

ath), running high jump, running broad 
ump, throwing 16-pound hammer from a 
seven-foot circle without run, to follow put- 
ting the shot. 

Mike Murphy, who is generally acknowl- 
edged as being one of the best athletic train- 
ere in this country, ventures the prediction 
that Yale will carry off no less than seven of 
these events, while other good judges, more 
conservative in their views, lay claim to no 
less than six for the wearers of the dark blue. 

Richards of Yale is generally regarded as 
a sure winner over Williams and Wildiig 
of Cambridge in the 100-yard dash. In the 
300-yard event Richards will again carry 
the Yale colors. His most dangerous com- 
petitor will probably be W. Fitz-Herbert. 
Fits-Herbert and Lewin will represent Cam- 
bridge in the 440-yard run, while Chubbs 
and possibly Jordah or Gerard will carry 
the Yale colors. On form Chubbs should 
be able to take care of the Englishmen 
in this event, though should Fitz-Herbert 
recover his English form he may be able 
to carry off the honors. 

In the half-mile run Horan looks to be 
a certain winner, as he was only about six 
séconds behind Kilpatrick when the latter 
made his world’s record. Woodhull and 
Crane will represent Yale in this event. 

Morgan for Yale and Luyten for Cam- 
bridge are pretty certain to be on the mark 
in the mile race. The latter has a record 
of 4:19 4-5, and as it is doubtful if the former 
can get down to 4:30 it looks like the En- 


| glishman should be returned an easy win- 


ner. Both of the hurdle events are likely 
to result in close finishes and the result is 
extremely doubtful. Cambridge will be rep- 
resented by Pilkington and Fletcher. 

Cady is generally regarded as the best of 
the Yale entries in this event. Mendelson 
and Hemingway will represent Cambridge 
in the long jump, while Sheldon Mitcheil 
will probably enter the lists for Yale. With 
Sheldon in condition this event should go to 
Yale’s credit, Johnson and Jennings will 
carry the colors of the university in the high 


jump. Gheldon and Thompson will be the 


Yale men pitted against them. None of 
these have public records, and the English 
athletes would seem to have rather the bet- 
ter chance of winning. 

In the shot putting event Hickok of Yale 
is conceded the victory over Watson of 
Cambridge, and it seems not unlikely Cross 
will also defeat the Englishman, while in 
throwing the sixteen-ponud hammer both 
Cross and Hickok outclass the Cambridge

Patterned After Madison Square and Erect- 
ed ou Libby Prison Site. 

Chicago is to have a mammoth new amuse- 
ment and carnival hall.

Twenty per cent of the fifty applicants for 


admission to the bar now being examined. 


by the committee appointed by the Appellate 
Court for the First District of Illinois will be 
surprised when that committee’s report is 
made to the judicial body which appointed it.

To be sure, it was necessary to prove a good 
moral character on the part of the applicant, 
and the fact that he had studied law for two 
years in the office of some practicing attorney.

TRY TO EVADE TEST. 


POLITICIANS ENDEAVOR TO OVER- 
RIDE CIVIL SERVICE RULES, 


Dr. Hawley, the Medical Examiner, Be- 
sought to Pass Over Physical Defects 
in Applicants for Places<—All Sorts of 
Inducements Held Out ta Him to Be a 
“Good Fellow”=—Will Abolish the Age 
Limit in a Few Days—Requisition for 
Thirty-five Firemen, 


Elaborate assurances that he can make 
himself solid and that the future can be made 
smooth and more rosy for him, and that he 
can have all the money he needs, are some 
of the flattermg inducements being held out 
to Dr. Joseph Hawley by politicians if he 
will only shut one eyo entirely and wink the 
other at civil service. 

Dr. Hawley is medical and physical exam- 
iner for tne City Civil Service Commission, 
and as such no man can get a job as policeman 
or fireman without a clear recommendation 
from him. That is why the politicians are 
anxious to take him into their confidence, 

Two weeks ago 400 applicants for pla 
on the police force were examined and out o 
this number forty had some physical ailment 
which caused their names to be placed upon 
tne ineligible list. Since then the doctor’s 
daily mail has been large and his telephone 
has been kept busy day and night by people 
wee seem to think he could easily violate the 
aw. 

Dr. Hawley said yesterday he had received 
letters from prominent men asking him to 
pass certain — through the examina- 
tion without looking at them. They urged he 
could be a good fellow and do this, ana also 
intimated anything he might want in the 
way of compensation for his kindness would 
be forthcoming. 

dave been perfectly astounded,” said the 
doctor, at some of these letters. They are 
from men of high standing. The publication 
of their names would create surprise. 
Others have come to me with straight- 
out offers of money, while not 
a few try to frighten me with threats. I am 
called up on the telephone day and night. 
One man assured me I would be taken care 
of in good shape if his candidate succeeded 
in getting a city job. He wanted me to give 
the fellow a high grade standing physically 
without seeing him at all. You see, after an 


applicant haa been rejected by me there is no 


chance for him to get in through the commis- 
sion. 

A number of the men who have been re- 
jected went to physicians and procured letters 
from them, declaring my diagnusis of 
their cases was not sound, and on these state- 
ments they have been trying to convince the 
commission of my incompetency. That, how- 
ever, is something I care nothing about. If I 
am incompetent the commission will soon 
find it out and remove me. Some of these 
physicians declare that valvular heart disease 
and heart dilatation are not complaints of 
sufficient seriousness to keep a man off the 
police force or from becoming a valuable fire- 
man, and thataneurism in no way disquali- 
fies a man; also that men rejected on account 
of chronic troubles were absolutely eound.”’ 

“What do you do when physicians certify 
to errors on your part? 

Every such case is carefully investigated. 

man is given a second examination. 
After that there is no possible show for him 
if he fails, and all the politicians in Chicago 
could not induce me to make out «a certificate 
for him.“ 

Dr. Hawley says all the letters he receives 
will be filed with the Commission and kept as 
a part of the records. Commissioner Clark 
said politicians who are trying to have the 
law evaded ip this way may get into trouble,

As outlined in 
Tue TRIBUNE yesterday, the directors of 
the Alley L“ will waive the clause in the 
bonds which stipulates that six 
months shall elapse after interest 
becomes due and is in default before 
foreclosure procedings may begin. By doing 
this the second mortgage bondholders will 
be put on a par with the first mortgage 
bondholders and foreclosure proceedings 
will in all probability be begun simultane- 
ously by the two interests. 

The change in trustees is admitted by both 
the Northern Trust company, which resigns 
as trustee on behalf of the junior security 
holders, and by the Illinois Trust, which 
succeeds it in that capacity. There was a 
meeting of the directors of the Alley L“ 
yesterday afternoon at the home of Director 
W. W. Gurley, who was too ill to come down- 
town to attend a meeting. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of approving the se- 
lection of the Illinois Trust as trustee, and 
also for the purpose of waiving the six 
raonths’ clause in the bonds and mortgage. 
After the meeting. was over President Hop- 
kins was very mysterious as to the action 
tuken by the directors. He admitted there 
had been a meeting, but said he would sa 
nothing as to what was done. Director 
R. Champlin also refused to say what had 
been.done, and Director Gurley was too iil 
to be seen. The plan has been carefully 
mapped out, and there seems now to be no 
doubt of its being carried through. Some 
question has been raised as to the power of 
the directors of the Alley L“ to waive the 
clause in the mortgage bond giving six 
months after interest is defaulted before 
proceedings for foreclosure may begin. The 
matter has been referred to the attorneys 
of the road, who have decided such action 
may be taken if the directors see fit. Isham, 
Lincoln & Beale are the attorneys for the 
second mortgage bondholders, Mr. Beale 
has had the case in hand and it is understood 
the present plan was mapped out previous 
to L. Z. Leiter’s leaving for Europe. Mr. 
Leiter is the largest individual hoider 
of the second mortgage bonds. Mr. Beale 
had several conferences with the directors 
of the road and the plan for waiving the six 
months’ clause, it seems, met with their ap- 
proval. 

Peckham & Brown, the attorneys for the 
First National Bank, to whom has been re- 
ferred the matter of bringing foreclosure 
proceedings on behalf of the first mortgage 
bondholders, said yesterday they did not 
know when the matter would be brought 
up in court. It is probable, though, it will 
Le done today. The three days of grace 
which was allowed after Oct. 1 did not ex- 
pire until yesterday. There will be no oc- 
casion for further waiting, however, on that 
score, It is possible there will be a still 
further delay, and that first and second 
bondholders will unite in foreclosure pro- 
ceedings and in asking for the appointment 
of a receiver. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois. 
Trust and Savings Bank and Chairman of 
the Reorganization committee of the Alley 
J.,“ said the proceedings would have no 
adverse effect upon the * reorganization 
plans. The appointment of a receiver, he 
thought, would rather help to straighten 
out the affairs of the road, and he said the 
committee expected to meet next week and 
begin its work. There was not a single sale 
of Alley L made in the stock market yes- 
terday. 

Lake Street was the only active stock on 
the local market yesterday. It opened at 
24%, and on a break on second call went to 
24, at which figure 800 shares were sold. 
Some little excitement was caused by the 
large number of these sales, but the market 
rallied afterwards. and the close was at 
24%.

PAYING MONEY TO WAR PENSIONERS. 
Five 


Thousand Persons Enrolled in 
the Chicago Department. 


Three thousand pensioners, veterans of 
wars since 1812, or their dependents were 
paid upwards of $150,000 in the Federal 
Building yesterday. It was the last quarter- 
ly installment of the year. Today it is ex- 
pected 1,500 more will call for their pen- 
sions. 

A new system has been adopted by Chief 
Clerk Anderson. Instead of charging up 
each payment on the rolls as made, cards 
made out in advance are dropped into a box 
as the pensioner is paid. At night the cards 
are arranged alphabetically and entered on 
the books. 

During September there was a net loss of 
111 pensioners, there being a total loss of 
296, and an addition of 185 new cases. 

Survivors of the Mexican campaign num- 
ber 760, and there are 598 widows on this 
roll. There are 111 men on pensions in this 
department who are survivors of the Sem- 
inole and Blackhawk wars of 1832 and 1842. 
One hundred and fifty-seven pensioners are 
carried as the relicts of the warriors of 
1812. The number of veterans of the warwf 
secession now carried is 29,818, with 23,178 
added by the act of June 27, 1890. There are 
5,000 navy invalids on pensions, and the total 
enrollment of widows for the Chicago de- 
partment is 15,000.

Civic Federation Will Get a Ruling from 
the Supreme Court.

Wisconsin Conference Votes to Admit Them 
as Delegates. 

Racine, Wis., Oct. 4.—|Special.]—The Wis- 
consin Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church today voted almost unanimously for 
the Hamilton amendment for the admission 
of women as delegates to the general confer- 
ence, The opponents did not venture to

Prof. M. S. Terry of Evanston said he 
could not cast a vote in favor of woman, but 
did not wish to antagonize the wishes of the 
majority. A vote was taken, which resuited: 
For women, 109; against women, 1; not

ment was 105 against 14.

After the reports from the missionary field 
a number of resolutions were introduced. 
Bishop Dudley of Kentucky introduced an 
important resolution on the Armenian out- 
rages which took like wijdfire. He grew pa- 
thetic in describing the Armenian story. The 
resolution is as follows: | 

Resolved. That on this. the first assembling of 
the Board of Missions since the recent massacre 
of the Armenian Christians, the board would 
place on record its sense qt horror at the atroci- 
ties which have been perpetrated upon the Ar- 
menians, and itssympathy with all those who 
have suffered for the truth’s sake, as well as its 
admiration fir the eparnge and steadfastness 
which they have manifeztdd in che midst of their 
unspeakable trials. 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions hereby 
adds its earnest petition to the many appeals 
which have been made to the Christian nations 
to exercise their full power to protect the help- 
less Armenians and to secure redress as far as it 
muy be possible for those who have suffered. 

Other resolutions adapted reluted to the 
Chinese riots as follows 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions has 
loarned with deep serrow of the outbreaks of 
violence in China, by which mission property 
bas been destroyed, the zafety of missionaries 
threatened and in some instances lives of mis- 
sionaries sacrificed and women and children hor- 
ribly treated. 

Resolved, That this boatd conveys to our own 
missionaries in Chma and through them to all 
who are haboring in the gospel of Christ in the 
midst of periis, the assurance of our prayerful 
sympathy and solicitude for their welfare. 

Resoived, That this board express to the 
Church Missionary Society of Engiand, to the 
Church of Eogiand Zenaha Missionary Society, 
whose missionaries were siain and wounded in 
the late massacre of Kucheng, its deep smypathy 
in their sorrow and loss, and that we earnestly 
call upon the Usited States Government to ex- 
tend its strong arm of protection over the citizens 
of our country residing in that unhappy country 
and secure them in their treaty rights.

Hints on Novels. 


“From the Memoirs of a Minister of 
France,“ the latest book by Stanley J. Wey- 
man (Longmans, Green & Co.), is a col'ec- 
The author, it will be 
remembered, won his firet fame as a short 
story writer. The Minister whose imaginary 
memoirs are here put in the form of a set of 
tales is M. de Rosny, Prime Minister to 
Henry IV., surnamed the Great, and tbe 
stories cover a wide stretch of time, from 
1598 or before. while the King’s mistress, 
Mme. de Beaufort, was still alive, till 1609, 
a few months before the assassination of the 
monarch by Ravaillac. Tho detached stories 
gave a picture ot the condition of France at 
the beginning of the seventeenth century 
which it would be difficult to give in a con- 
nected novel. The white-plumed King of 
Navarre is represented in a somewhat differ- 
ent aspect from that shown in the romances 
of Dumas. The main outlines of his char- 
acter are, however, tne samée—quick, choleric, 
moody, superstitious, ready to forgive when 
in the wrong. | 

Six of Kate Douglas Wiggins’ short stories 
have been collected into a tasteful littie vol- 
ume whose name, The Village Watch 
Tower,” is derived from the first and most 
striking of them, and published by Houghton, 
Miffiln & Co. They are all tales of life in 
New England and are full of that queer and 
picturesque dialect which Mrs. Wiggias knows 
how to handle so skillfuliy that it is always 
effective and never perpieximg. ‘* The Village 
Watch Tower is a sad little tale of an un- 
satistied heart battling bravely to the last, 
and most of the others, Tom of the Blueb’ry 
Plains, Tbe Naoning Tree.“ The Fore- 
room Rug, A Village Stradivarius,“ and 
»The Eventful Trip of the Midnight Cry,“ 
have a note of pathos in them. They are all 
highly polished and adroitly constructed. 

„Out of Due Season, which calls itself a 
mezzotint, whatever that may mean, is a sen- 
timental novel which will appeal to the sym- 
pathies of the gentler sex, It is by Adeline 
Sergeant and is published by D. Appieton & 
Co. It 16 the stoty of a village flirt, who se- 
cures as husband a better man than she de- 
serves and then runs away, abandoning her 
child. The theme is old fashioned enough, 
but it is cleverly treated, (Appleton's.) 

The Woman Who Wouldn't“ is the title 
of a story by Lucas Cleeve, published in Lon- 
don.

Bacon- Shakspeare Revived. 


The Sargent Publishing company of this 
city has just published a contribution 
to the Bacon-Shakspeare literature by Theron 
S. E. Dixon, a patent lawyer, who was one of 
the counsel in the Bell telephone cases in the 
Supreme Court.

Zola’s “ Rome,” 

The latest novel by Emile Zola will be pub- 
lished in Paris early in November. It will be 
the second of the great French writer’s works 
dealing with the three cities, Lourdes, Rome, 
and Paris. It is now nearly two years since 
Lourdes was published, and Zola has been 
at work dn the second book of the series 
* Rome’’—ever since. In his suburban man- 
sion at Medan, near Paris, he has 2 al- 
most constantly all this time, and now and 
again particulars of the book’s progress 
have been given to the word. Its 
author’s visit to the eterna! city, his sojourn 
there in quest of documentary material, his 
audience with the King, the closing of the 
gates of the Vatican at his approach—all these 
and other sensational details have found their 
way from time to time into the public prints, 
and served to arouse curiosity in the novel, 
The new work was already famous before 
Zola haa written the first line. The book 
will be printed in about one hundred instail- 
ments, so that it will be about as voluminous 
as the most important of his other works. 

To a foreign interviewer (for there are such 
things nowadays) Zola said that the young 
priest, Pierre Froment, whose acquaintance 
we made in Lourdes, is the hero of the 
new book. On his return to Paris after his 


“The New Rome,” which brings him a re. 
quest to come to the Vatican ad audiendum 
verbum. He must defend himself and his 
views there. The author describes his sojourn 
of several months in Rome, where he was 
witness toa love affair, which is dwelt upon 
at length in the book. But Zola’s main object 
in writmg Rome is not to follow Pierre's 
career. His ideas center in Leo XIII. The 
novelist is represented as saying to the re- 
porter: 

„dave studied the Pope. I followed him 
from the start to his present greatness—dur- 
ing his education in Rome, his brief activity 
as nuncio in Brussels, and his work in Perugia 
as Bishop. But his true nature was not re- 
vealed until the day when he put the tiara on 
his head as Leo XIII. There are two beings 
within the pesent Pope, the inflexibie 
defender of dogma and the smooth poli- 
ticilan, ever urging the policy of con- 
ciliation. He ignores modern philoso- 
phy and believes in the enlightenment of the 
Middle Ages; but as a European factor he is 
one of the most astute diplomatists living. 


He seeks to be on good terms with every State 


and Prince, he reconviies the Holy See with 
Germany, he tries to conciliate Russia; to 
gain Engiand’s friendship he enters into new 
relations with the Far East. He is on good 
terms with France, and acknowledges the 
republic. Thus he is the living, great de- 
fender of the Vatican’s politics. The éxpla- 
nation, the development of the politics of the 
Vatican is the main substance of my book. 
This policy is the striving for the empire of 
the world,”’ 


Climbing the Alps. 

The fascinations as well as the hardships and 
dangers attendant upon Alpine climbing are 
woll set forth by W. Martin Conway ina hand- 
some volume entitled Te Alps from End 
to End,”’ which is illustrated by A. D. McCor- 
mick. One hundred beautiful full-page views 
are given, which represent the most famous 
peaks, rasses, and other notable localities in 
the Alpine range. Mr. MeCormick in mak- 
ing ascents traveled something over 10,000 
miles and left no point of interest untouched. 
Those travelers who think they have done 
the Alps will discover after learning what 
the author of this work has accomplished 
that they have not seen anything at all, 
comparatively speaking. Mr. Conway did 
not use the railway in his climbing, nor did 
he essay the easy routes, but went at the 
giant and dangerous peaks as if he meant to 
conquer them and thue demonstrate the 
superiority of man and his ability to over. 
come the difficulties nature has out belore 
him. In one sense of the word this book is 
technically a volume treating of expioration, 
and the average reader may not care much 
for it because it is full of detail regarding 
ascents made, but upon reading it it is easy 
enough to become enthusiastic and become 
infused with the ambition to do as the author 
hue done. Those who go to Europe for a 
few weeks will not care to devote their en- 
tire time and attention to the Alps alone, but 
if one could devote a summer to Switzerland 
he could find no more diverting or whole. 
some recreation than spend two or three 
months in Alpine climbing. (The Alps from 
End to End, by W. Martin Conway, with 100 
full-page iliustrations by A. D. McCormick.

Unper the present system of selling 
sugar the prices are officially posted each 
day by the trust. These figures are those 
at which the sugar is billed to the dealer, 
and also are the lowest at which the dealer 
may sell. If he will certify when paying 
his bill that he has not sold below the limit- 
ed prices he is permitted to deduct a rebate 
of 3-16 cent per pound from the amount, 
this being in addition to the regular trade 
discount of ½ per cent on all lots of not less 
than 26 barrels and less than 100, and 1 per 
cent on all lots of 100 barrels or more. 
This allows the jobbers about 5 per cent for 
handling the sugar product. The grocers 
now are urging the adoption of the consign- 
ment plan, by which they virtually would 
become agents ot the trust but without ex- 
clusive territory, remitting for the sugar 
thirty days after its receipt on conditions 
that will net 8-16 cent per pound after the 
various discounts have been deducted. It 
is said the trust will not consider any plan 
that would provide for a part of this 3-16 
cent to go into the general fund of an or- 
ganization to be distributed to members 
who cannot be proved to have cut the list 
prices. That is, the trust insists that the 
system, if adopted, must be one under which 
all with whom the refiners care to do busi- 
ness can purchase and receive full discounts 
whether or not they are members of any or- 
ganization. In other words, it wants no 
suspicion of a trust among those to whom it 
sells its sugar. It wants no other trust in 
the sugar business, not even one auxiliary 
to itself.

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LAYING DOWN THE LAW TO ENGLAND. 
Sixty-two years ago President Monrue 
said: 
With the existing colonies or dependencies of any 


European power we have not interfered, and shall 
not interfere. But with the [South American] 


governments who have declared their independ- | 


dence and maintained it and whose independence 
we have, on great consideration and on just prin- 
ciples, acknowledged, we could not view any inter- 
position for the purpose of oppressing them, or 
controlling in any manner their destiny, by any 
European power, in any other light than as the 
manifestation of an unfriendly disposition towards 
the United States. 

This was a courteous way of notifying the 

European powers that the United States 
would not allow them to lay hands on the 
American States. The doctrine announced 
then never has been abandoned, and it is 
essential to the honor and dignity of the 
Nation that it be upheld on all occasions. 
„ The Republic of Venezuela bas just cause 
to complain of England. That nation has 
been laying claim to more and more terti- 
tory to the westward of British Guiana for 
no other purpose than to despoil Venezuela 
of lands which are gold-bearing and there- 
fore desirable. The South American Re- 
public is being pressed back to the Orinoco, 
which is far to the westward of its legiti- 
mate boundary. 

In such a case as this, where a sister re- 
public is being oppressed, and where claims 
are trumped up to rob it of territory for the 
benefit of a European power, it is the duty 
of the United States to intervene and insist 
that that power shall not be the sole judge 
in its own case. | 

The United States has not been unmind- 
ful of its duty. Some months ago Ambas- 
sador Bayard was instructed to urge the 
British Government to submit to arbitra- 
tion its boundary disputes with Venezueln 
and to intimate that this country never 
would consent to the occupation by Englani 
of the territory it claimed unless her right to 
it had been arbitrated. The reply to that 
was that while the right of England to i 
part—the. smallest part—of the region in 
dispute could be submitted to arbitration, 
that to the remainder could not be. 

The Washington dispatches state that the 
President has instructed Mr. Bayard to no- 
tify the British Government that the United 
States does not recede from its position, but 
insists that the controversy with Venezuela 
must be settled by arbitration, and it will 


not consent to the previous occupation by 


Great Britain of the territory in dispute. 

If President Cleveland has taken the 
ground it is said he has he will have the 
support of the American people, irrespective 
of party. If.the Monroe doctrine is worth 
anything now is the time to prove that it is 
by notifying England that attacks by her on 
the independence of Venezuela will not be 
tolerated, and then standing by that notice. 
no matter what the consequences may be. 


TURKEY’S LATEST OUTRAGE. 
Monday last the Armenians in Constanti- 
nople determined to present a petition for 
their rights and a remonstrance against 
Turkish cruelty through the Grand Vizier 
to the Sultan in person, and a considerable 
number of them marched to the palace for 
this purpose. They were at once attackeil 
by the Turkish police. Several of them 
were killed, a large number wounded, and 
hundreds were arrested after being horribly 
beaten. The following day Softas, Mohum- 
medan students of theology, armed them- 
selves and ran amuck among the Armenian 
Christians, beating and killing those who 
resisted. The horrible business was kept 
up until the Armenians had fled from the 
streets and taken refuge in their homes or 
sanctuaries. Meanwhile more atrocitics 
have been committed at Passen, Khnouss, 
and other plages in Armenia proper, and 
disastrous disturbances are so inevitable un- 
less the powers intervene that the fright- 
ened Armenians in all directions are pre- 
paring to emigrate. | 
The Armenians in Constantinople are 
Turkish subjects and as buch they had the 
right, whatever may be thought of the 
advisability of the act, to present a petition 
to the Sultan to execute the reforms whic’: 
the powers have demanded. The insecure 
position of the government is shown by the 
panic which this demonstration caused. 
Should other nationalities in Constantino- 
ple espouse the cause of the Armenians or 
make use of it to further their own ends by 
rising in opposition to the government and 
developing revolution ont of riot there would 
be ample reason for the intervention of the 
powers. But is there not reason enou | 
now? The horrible massacres of the Ar- 
8 by the Kurds occurred last April. 
The powers in May demanded of Turke 
that it should execute certain reforms 
Armenia. It at first flatly refused, then half 
promised, and from that time tp this has 
been playing off and on, promising vigorous- 
ly when force was threatened and at last 
paying no attention to demands of any kind. 
Now that it has come to believe no force 
be issued, owing to the ealousies of

MEXICAN TAXATI REFORM. 

It may be regarde(l aß certain that the 
federal constitution of Mexico soon will be 
amended so that neither States nor munici- 
palities will have the right to tax foreign or 
domestic fherchandise that enters or passes 
A 
bill to this effect passed the Lower House a 
few days ago and went to the Senate. It is 
expected to pass that body, as the merchants 
favor it; and there is no dpubt it will receive 
the Presidential signature, as the Chief 
Executive has recommended the reform. 
The measure will at one stroke remove all 
obstacles in the shape of inter-State duties 
which have hindered the internal movement 
and sale of merchandise ih the past. 

When the Mexican republic was estab- 
lished the framework of the Government of 
the United States was taken as a pattern, 
but not exclusively ¢opied. Perhaps the 
most important difference was the Mexican 
failure to insert the limitations upon the 
taxing power of the several States which 
are found in our Constitation. Our States 
cannot put any restrictign upon trade and 
commerce between the States unless in the 
way of sanitary regulatipns, and Congress 
has the exclusive control ſof inter-State and 
foreign commerce, the result of which has 
been a unification of commercial and in- 
dustrial interests throughout the Union. 
On the other hand, the Mexican States and 
municipalities have levied duties for local 
protection, but the system has been found 
so mischievous that it now is to be aban- 
doned by general consent. 

The San Francisco Chronicle states the 
historical reasons for this marked differ- 
ence between the methods of the United 
States and Mexico. Tha latter was a col- 
ony of Spain, and from the beginning was 
eursed by oppressive and repressive taxes 
to which the colonies af England never 
were subjected. Among these was the 
charging of a duty upon all sales of raw and 
manufactured commodities. Down to the 
time of the invasion’ of Napoleon every 
farmer, manufacturer, merchant, and shop- 
keeper was subjected to the continual visits 
of the tax-gatherer, and these monstrous 
imposts brought ¢ommerdial and industrial 
ruin to Spain. The colqny of Mexico in- 
herited this vicions system, and the claim- 
ing of a right to levy import and export 
duties upon all forms of property in transit 
from State to, State was a natural conse- 
quence of the idea that products may be 
taxed over and over again every time they 
are sold. Hence the fiscal regulatjons in- 
herited from Spain were retained with but 
slight modifications whep the political in- 


were copied from in most respects. 

The removal of this fiscal incubus is a 
highly important reform for Mexico, and 
doubtless will be follawed by a great im- 
provement in activity ahd condition. It 
should result in a notable increase in for- 
eign commerce, both in exports and imports, 
which hitherto have been limited by high 
internal duties to the peqple who reside on 
or near the borders of the republic. This 
will give an immense stimulus to business 
in numerous lines and tend to bring about a 
new era cf prosperity, not limited to the few 
but shared in by the many. There should 
be a noteworthy advance in the wages of 
labor, because of the greater demand for it, 
and a lessening of the pri¢es of many things 
necessary to comfort that may be bought 
with the wages paid to labor. It also must 
raise the grade of average intelligence 
among the people of that country, whose 
ignorance is the only fact which can be 
cited as a reason why this great reform has 
been so long delayed for them.

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS FOR CUBA. 
Ba already shown by Mr. Vocke in his ad- 

rable communication upon the question 
of belligerent rights, printed in Tue TRW- 
une a few days ago, Field affirms that so 
long as a nation is engaged in a domestic 
war with a portion of its own members any 
other nation may without offense recognize 
them as belligerents, Bluntchli, the Ger- 
man authority, says more in detail: 

When the revolutionary party pursues objects 
of State and is organized like a sovereign State, it 
stands, as it were, in place of the State. The in- 
terests of humanity demand that, in cases of 
doubt, such a party be treated as a belligerent an- 
not as a horde of criminals. In being strong 
enough to assert itself as a public power, analo- 
gous to the power of a State, in further offering 
through its warlike organization guarantees of 
good order, and in manifesting its political objects 
and aspirations for the reconstruction of the 
State, it has a natural right to be treated like an 
army of the State. It is to be regarded as a 
progress in modern international! law that it is in- 
clined to treat An insurrectionary or well ordered 
revolutionary party as belligerents, although it 
may lack governmental authority, if (a) it has a 
well disciplined army, (b) it respects itself the 
rights of civilized warfare, (c) it struggles in good 
faith for political objects. 

The Cubans have satisfied all the condi- 
tions necessary to securing recognition of 
belligerent rights. The Ouban army is or- 
ganized as an independent force. It has its 
General-in-Chief, Lieutenant-General, and 
Major-Generals directing operations in va- 
rious designated provinces. It has shown 
itself capable of carrying on war. It has re- 
sisted Spain for seven months and during 
that time has occupied and now dominates 
three provinces (Santiago de Cuba, Puerto 
Principe, and Santa Clara) of the six, cov- 
ering two-thirds of the area of the island 
und is now on the eve of invading the fourth 
province, Matanzas, which, if successfully 
accomplished, will menace the capital prov- 
ince, Habana. The Cubans thus have an 
army, regularly officered, in possession of 
much the larger part of the island. They 
also have a seaport, and, if all reports are 
true, it will not be long before they will 
have the nucleus of a navy. The army is 
well disciplined. It has respected the rights 
of civilized warfare, while its enemy has 
not. It has shown itself capable of carry- 
ing on war and is struggling in good faith 
for a specified political purpose. Thus the 
Cubans have satisfied all the conditions es- 
sential to the concession of belligerent 
rights. 

But the Cubans have gone still further on 
the road to freedom. They have had for 
some time a provisional government. That 
has now given place to a permanent gov- 
ernmental organization, with its President, 
Vice-President, and Secretaries of depart- 
ments, its General-in-Chief, Maximo Go- 
mez, and its Lieutenant-General, Antonio 
Maceo. The list of officials is as follows:

This governmental organization in its es- 
sential features is as complete as our own, 
and is based upon republican methods. 
A Constitution has been adopted, the fun- 
damental laws have been drawn up, the in- 
dependence of the island declared, and a 
republic proclaimed. The Cubans, there- 
fore, are now in position to send duly ac- 
credited Commissioners not only to Mexico 
and South and Central American govern- 
ments, but to Washington, and demand the 
recognition of belligerent rights, which 
they deserve, and which they have earned. 
The American people will sympathize with 
them in this demand. ‘The replies of Con- 
gressmen to Tun Trisunp show that the 
lurge majority of Congress is in favor of it, 
whatever position the administration may 
wish to take. Hence the new Cuban Gov- 
ernment should have its representatives 
here promptly, so as to be on the ground 
when Congress meets and present its claim. 


MILITARY DRILL IN THE SCHOOLS. 

It is astonishing that Supt. Lane, Com- 
missioners Brenan, Keane, and some other 
members of the School Board have ex- 
pressed hostility to the resolution recently 
introduced by Commissioner Thornton 
providing for the introduction of military 
drill among the pupils of certain of the pub- 
lie schools. Mr. Lane's sentimental objec- 
tions are as flimsy as Mr, Brenan’s fears 
that the boys will be taught the art of war, 
while all the other dissentients seem to be 
unaware that this is not a tentative or 
new-fangled frill, and not a fad of any sort, 
as military drill has been thoroughly tested 
in other cities, notably in Boston, and with 
the most successful results. Before the 
board, therefore, shall pronounce upon this 
matter it should inform itself as to the 
workings of the system elsewhere, and not 
act unintelligently or unadvisedly. 

Military drill in the schools would not eu- 
danger those sentiments of refinement 
upon whieh Supt. Lane lays so much stress, 
nor would ‘it turn the children into san- 
guinary little monsters, as good old Unele 
Brenan seems to fear. That Mr. Brenan is 
a patriotic American citizen he has recently 
demonstrated by declining to accept some 
foreign gewgaw asa decoration. Ifa mili- 
tary drill should tend to incite patriotisu 
in the youthful mind he should be the last 
person to make objection, for he has un- 
wittingly set himself up as a conspicuous 
example of that laudable sentiment. But 
apart from considerations of this kind is 
is evident that some members of the board 
have an entirely incorrect view of the scope 
of Mr. Thornton’s resolution. They have 
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pearance. It subjects him to discipline, 
and if there is one thing more than another 
which pupils need it is the realization that 
there is some one whom they must obey and 
whose word is supreme. In the evolution 
or devolution of school government aways 
from the healthful and.restraining influ- 
ences of corporal punishment properly ad- 
ministered, the “some one” whom children 
must obey is not earried upon the board’s 
salary list, and no one’s word is supreme. 
The only supfemacy nowadays attaches it- 
self to the personal pleasure of the youths 
who are absurdly supposed to be governe:l 
without the customary agencies of govern- 
ment. 

As the military drill would give the 
children ideas of obedience and discipline, 
as it would tend to make them strong, 
healthy, self-respecting, and manly, as it 
would be optional, as it would entail no 
burden upon the taxpayers, and as it has 
been successful elsewhere, why should any 
member of the board object to it? 


THE MORE BOULEVARDS THE BETTER. 

The Lake-Front ordinance now pending 
in the Council makes provision for a small 
harbor for yachts and pleasure steamers 
between Lake-Front place and Thirteenth 
street. The railroad which surrenders the 
riparian rights does so on condition that 
access to that water space from the lake 
shall not be obstructed without the consent 
of the railroad. 

Objection was fade to this provision at a 
meeting of a Real Estate Board committee 
on the ground that it would be impossible to 
build a bridge, even a swing one, crossing 
the mouth of that small harbor, and in that 
event there would be no outlet from the 
Lake-Front Park to the south, except at 
Michigan avenue, far to thé east. 

The Mayor, who was at the meeting, said 
this was a new ideatohim. It seems, how- 
ever, to be a revival of an old project 
which attracted considerable attention just 
about the time it was decided to have the 
World’s Fair at Jackson Park and not on 
the Lake-Front. That was to make a 
boulevard which should enter the proposed 
Lake-Front Park from the south on the line 
of Prairie avenue. It fell through, partly 
because a satisfactory agreement could not 
be made with the railroad company. 

It would be an excellent idea if a boule- 
vard could be carried southward from the 
eastern angle of the proposed park, which 
will be far to the east of Michigan avenue, 
and it would be better yet could some boule- 
vard connection be made between the North 
and South Side park systems. The lake 
shore drive of the former is stretching 
southward to Ohio street, and if the vacant 
space between its terminus and the Lake- 
Front Park could be filled in the city would 
have an improvement to be proud of. The 
Mayor will leave nothing undone to se- 
cure it. 


BETWEEN Jan. 1, 1879, when the govern- 
ment began redeeming the legal tenders in 
gold, and July 1, 1888, the amount of that 
metal drawn out of the Treasury for re- 
demption purposes was only $26,700,000, 
Four years later the amount had risen to 
$48,600,000, Then came the deluge. For the 
fiscal year 1892-’93, the redemptions amount- 
ed to $55,300,000, and for 1893-94 to $68,200, - 
000. Since July 1, 1804, $147,000,000 in gold 
has been drawn from the Treasury by means 
of the greenbacks.

Thus the 
government has paid one-nineteenth of its 
non-interest-bearing debt, but having reis- 
sued the legal tenders as fast as it redeemed 
them, owes as much as it ever did. There 
has also been drawn out on Treasury notes 
gold to the amount of $76,000,000, all in the 
last five years. The total amount of gold 
drawn out since July 1, 1892, has been 8343, 
000,000. Had no gold bonds been sold re- 
demption would have been suspended long 
ago.

(RETURN OF GENERAL PROSPERITY 


TO COMMERCIAL WORLD. 


' Comparison of Failures from the Re- 


turns of R. G. Dun & Co. Indicatesa 
Wholesome Condition of Trade— 
Range of Wholesale Prices in All 
Cemmodities—Favorable Weather 
Stimulates Sale of Merchandise and 
Increases Prospects of Fall Trade. 


New York, Oct. 4—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade which issues tomor- 
row will say: 

Commercial failures in the third quarter 
of 1895 were 2.792, with liabilities of $32,- 
167,179, averaging $11,521 per firm, against 
$10,028 last year, about 15 per cent more. 
The rate of commercial mortality, 2.34 fail- 
ures in a quarter for every 1,000 firms in 
business, is lower than last year, and the 
proportion of defaulted liabilities to the solv- 
ent ‘business represented by payments 
through clearing-houses is but 2.49 per 
$1,0@), against 2.77 last year. The defaulted 
abilities per firm in business average 
$26.82, against $26.39 last year. The default- 
‘ed abilities of the manufacturing class 
avernge 820,805, against $19,763 in the same 
quarter last year; in trading $8,577, against 
$6,448 last year; and the bank failures, not 
included above, have been 31, with average 
liabilities of $114,000, against $110,086 last 
year, In the third quarter, when the fail- 


ures are usually low, the average of lia- 
. in prosperous years falls below 810.

pus the analysis indicates a condition 
approaching, but not yet reaching, one of 
general prosperity. Highly important com- 
ons of prices this week show about 
Sept. 3 the lowest range ever known for 
wholesale prices of all commodities, not- 
withstanding advances since March of 20 
per cent in cotton goods, 40 per cent in boots 
and shoes, and 53 per cent in iron and steel 
products, while in woolen goods there has 
been scarcely any advance, and in all food 
profiucts taken together a fall of 17 per cent. 
Comparisons show a fall in food products of 
$4.9 per cent in the five years since October, 
1904, in woolen goods 32.5 per cent, in iron 
roducts 16.4 per cent, and in cotton goods 
2% per cent, while boots and shoes are a 
little higher and leather and hides muth 
higher than five years ago. Th tton mar- 
ket has mounted above nine cents and holds 
in @pite of realizing, but as the crop is late 
and quite largely held back does not yet 
feel the influence of the receipts natural at 
this date. Reports of injury and lower esti- 
mates of yield have impressed all minds, 
while few remember the stocks brought 
over.

‘SPECULATIVE CONFIDENCE RETURNS 


Caused by the Relief from the Constant 
Fear of Gold Withdrawals. 


New York, Oct. 4.—Bradstreet’s stock re- 
view tomorrow will say: 

Relief from the constant fear of gold withdraw- 
als has been followed by a reassertion of specula- 
tive confidence and by an irregular improvement 
in stock quotations, but at the close of the week 
bearish influences have reappeared in sympathy 
with fears of a collapse of the mining share boom 
in London and Paris. The drop in exchange rates 
was even more sharp than had been expected, and 
though at the close of the week there was a na 
ural reactfon from the decline in that market the 
current figures are sufficiently low to prevent gold 
shipments. 

While this influence has been beneficial to the 
New York stock market the activity has been al- 
most altogether professional, and has not attract- 
ed foreign buying. The principal advances have 
been in stocks directly under clique guidance or 
those in which manipulative interests have busied 
themselves. Europe still shows a disinclination 
to notice American speculattves, and at the close 
of the week the London market was disturbed by 
a liquidating tendency in mining shares. The in- 
flated speculation in such securities has indeed be- 
come a menace to the financial world, 


NEW EXPORT BEEF REGULATIONS. 


Government Rules Will Be Strictly 
Enforced by Eastern Roads. 
Chairman Woffindin of the Chicago com- 
mittee of the Central Traffic Association 
has promulgated the following order issued 
by Secretary Morton of the Department of 
Agriculture regarding government regula- 
tions relative to export of beef and beef 

products: 

It is ordered that from and after Sept. 16, 1895, 
all beef offered for transportation, whether fresh. 
saited, canned, corned, or packed, shall be ac- 
companied by a certificate showing that the cattle 
from which it was produced were free from dis- 
ease, and the meat sound and wholesome, by an 
inspector of this department. And in order that 
it may be determined whether all beef exported 
has been so inspected and found to be wholesome, 
it is further ordered that the meat of all other 
species of animals, which for any reason does not 
bear the inspection tags and atamps of this de- 
partment, shall be packed in rrels, cases, or 
other packages, which are legibly marked in such 
manner as to clearly indicate the species of animal 
from which the meat was produced. Meat which 
is not so marked and which. is not accompanied by 
a certificate of inspection, will be classed as unin- 
spected beef and will not be allowed exportation. 
Notice is hereby given to exporters of meat, 
whether said meat is fresh, salted, canned, corne, 
packed, or otherwise prepared, and to owners and 
agents of vessels upon which said meat is ex- 
ported, that no clearance can be given to any vessel 
having on board said meat until the provisions of 
this order are complied with. 

In view of the foregoing regulations the 
Chicago east-bound roads have agreed that 
on deet or beef products specified in the 
above circular and handled on through bills 
of lading to foreign ports, the agent issuing 
the through export bill of lading must in- 
variably attach to the ship’s copy of bill of 
lading. which is sent to the foreign freight 
agent the requisite certificate as provided 
in the above circular. 

Agents at shipping points must also call 
the attention of shippers to the necessity of 
having such certificates in the hands of 
their representatives at the seaboard in the 
case of local shipments to the seaboard 
3 are intended for subsequent exportu- 
tion. e 

Special attention is called to the fact that, 
without the certificate herein referred to, 
the commodities named cannot be exported 
under government rules, but must be held 
at the seaboard at the risk and expense of 
the owner untii the arrival of such certifi- 
cate, Ms

DISCOVERS A CURE FOR YELLOW-FEVER. 


Vaccination, as in Smallpox, Successfully 
Tested by a Mexican Scientist. 

Denver. Colo., Oct, 4.—At the meeting of 
the American Public Health Association to- 
day Dr. Manuel Carmona Valle, Director of 
the National School of Medicine of Mexico, 
read a paper in which he announced the dis- 
covery by him of a certain cure for yellow- 
fever which he has already used successfully 
in hundreds of cases. The treatment is by 
inoculation by subcutaneous injection in the 
cellular tissue of the arm of urine taken from 
a patient between the fourth and fourteenth 
days of the fever. The fever can be guarded 
against also in this manner just as smallpox 
can be avoided by vaccination. Dr. Valle 
reported his discovery had been investigated 
and approved by Dr. Sternberg, Surgeon- 
General United States Army.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The fire at Warren, R. I., Thursday, involving a 
loss of $1,000,000, caused considerable discussion 
among underwriters yesterday as to possible as- 
sesements of members of the New England 
Mutuals who will suffer by the fire. The insur- 
ance on the destroyed property is held by the 
mutuals, which have taken risks on the old 
factories in that territory. It was thought vari- 
ous Chicago firms would be called upon to pay 
assessments to cover the loss incurred, but a rep- 
resentative of the Deering Harvesting company 
said he had heard of no assessments and did not 
believe any were necessary, as they had not been 
called upon to pay a proportion of any loss before. 
F. L. Bellows of the Protection Mutual Fire In- 
surance company, which represents the New En- 
giand Mutuals, said the companies had an 
abundant surplus to meet the loss and no assess- 
ment would be made. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 4.—[{Special.}—The Mill 
Mutual Fire Insurance companies, whose head- 
quarters are in New England, received a heavy 
blow by the fire in Warren, R. I., yesterday, which 
destroyed the three great mills of the Warren 
Manufacturing company, entailing a loss exceed- 
ing $1,000,000 

Edward Atkinson, President of the Boston Manu- 
facturers’ Mutual, said the plant was equipped 
with protective apparatus up to the highest stand- 
ard required a year ago, but was just entering 
upon some improvements recently suggested that 
would improve the risk. However, it was in ex- 
cellent condition, and the fre simply illustrates 
the fact that it is impossible to provide against all 
contingencies. 

Mr. Atkinson is in no wise discouraged and does 
not seem to think that the patrons of the mutual 
system of insurance will have their faith under- 
mined by this big loss. He says if the facts could 
be set before the public in regard to the saving that 
has resulted in many instances from the use of the 
protective appliances insisted upon by the Mill 
Mutual companies, it would appreciate what a 
desirable thing it is to take these precautions, 
even though occasionally a conflagration occurs 
despite all that human ingenuity has been able to 
do. 


The insurance is distributed as follows: Boston 
Manufacturers’ Mutual, $120,000: Arkwright 
Mutual, 128,000; State Mutual (R. I.), and Fire- 
man's, $90,000 each; Blackstone Mutual and Fall 
River Mutual, $60,000 each; Manufacturers’ 
Mutual, Providence Mechanics’ Mutual, Rhode 
Island Mutual, Worcester Mutual, $50,000 each: 
Merchants’ Mutual, $30,000, and What Cheer 
Mutual, $25,000. Total, $800,000. An investiga- 
tion makes it certain that the fire was due to the 
lack of an adequate sprinkler equipment, which 
fact is a source of relief to those who pin their 
faith to modern scientific protective methods. 


, This is the heaviest loss the mill mutuals have 


ever sustained. In fact, last year, the total 
losses of Mr. Atkinson's company, which carries 
over $100,000,000 insurance, amounted to $32,227, 
and the per cent of profits returned for 1894 was 
82.18. The Arkwright had nearly a hundred mill. 
ions in force at the close of 1894, and its losses 
were $56,837, and en 79.43 per cent. 


The National Board * Fire Underwriters has 
issued a circular bulletin on inspection of fire de- 
partments and water supply, which treats of the 
work accomplished by the board in that direction. 
It reads in part as follows: 

“The difference between a well equipped de- 
partment and an adequate water system and the 
absence of these is very great so far as the pro- 
tection of property is concerned. A fire starts in 
a bad locality in a city or town. Without prompt 
and adequate fire department service and ample 
water the whole quarter—it may be the business 
center—of the place may be swept away. With 
such aid the fire is generally confined to or near 
its place of starting. Since the appointment of the 
general inspector of the board nearly 500 cities 
and towns have been visited. The reports of ex- 
aminations are sent to members of the board. 
They contain, first, a statement of the facts as 
to the condition both of the fire department and 
water supply; and, secondly, definite recommenda- 
tions as to improvements where such are found to 
be needed. These recommendations are sent to 
the proper municipal officers of the place visited, 
not as a demand made upon them, but as indi- 
eating the judgment of a competent expert as to 
what is needed if the place is to be made reasona- 
bly safe and able to cope with fires should they 
occur. The fire loss of the country has amounted 
to $725,000,000 in the last five years, or an aver- 
age of $145,000,000 per annum, with a loss for 1893 
of $167,000,000. and $155,.000,000 in 1894. Any 
measures which will tend to lessen this destruction 
should be sought and applied. Efficient fire de- 
partments, for which the board is contending, are 
among the important factors entering into the 
problem, and the movement to improve them 
should have the cordial and earnest support of the 
public as well as of the fire insurance companies 
and agents.“

Of the fifty companies represented at 
Chattanooga only fifteen sent their daily reports 
through the compact for some time: Several 
agencies at Chattanooga have defied the authority 
of the association. The temporary compact man- 
ager, Curry, is at Chattanooga now, but it is not 
believed all the companies will report through him 
unless they are prepared to remedy the conduct of 
their local agents. The formal indictment for con- 
spiracy to violate the anti-trust law has been found 
by the grand jury of Hamilton County, Tenn., 
against the following members of the association:

HERE’S A CLEVER DEVICE FOR WOMEN. 


It Is a Mechanical Jacket Solder War- 
ranted to Do Its Werk Well. 

The operation of drawing on a jacket in- 
volves no little difficulty and exertion if no 
helping hand is nigh. Moreover, an article 
of clothing may be injured if one is compelled 
to resort to violent tugs and stretching of the 
sleeve. The happy thought, to provide aid 
for this purpose by means of a mechanical 
contrivance, is as original as it is practical, 
and is realized by the illustrated device. 

The invention consists of two parts; one a 
soft, square cushion of plush, provided with 


\ 

a cord and ring wherewith to suspend it, and 
the other the instrument proper, a strong 
clasp, made of nickel-plated metal, and also 
arranged so as to be hung at a convenient 
height. Two rubber disks, furrowed on 
their inner faces, are placed in such a way 
that they open apart an inch or so when a 
person presses the levers of the clasp to- 
gether, but they close down on one another 
firmiy when the levers are released. The 
picture, unfortunately, fails to show exactly 
how. the apparatus works in this respect. 

One fastens this appliance, with the cush- 
ion as a protection to the wall against injury 
from the metallic portion, in a spot where no 
furniture will interfere with its use, and em- 
ploying a nail or picture hook about five or 
six feet above the floor. A woman about to 
utilize the device grasps her jacket lightly 
under the left arm so as to leave the hand 
free, opens the garment with her right hand, 
inserts the facing or a little of the material 
of the left sleeve between the rubber jaws, 
and lets them come together gently. Then 
she proceeds similarly with the right sleeve. 
While now she slips on the sleeves one after 
another, turning herself about meantime, 
the apparatus takes the place of a garment- 
holding assistant. By pressing together the 
outer ends of the clasp levers one easily re- 
leases the cloth from the grasp of the rub- 
‘ber jaws. In consequence of the form ot the 
fast mechanism any twisting or wear 
ot the fabric is prevented, and one may trust 
to it-without hesitation garments of the most 
costly material. :

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WOMEN OF THE SOUTH 


NEW ORGANIZATION OF “ DAUGH- 
TERS OF THE CONFEDERACY.” 


Loyal Southern Women Seek to Fer- 
_ _petuate the Memory of Their Dead 


Heroes, as Do “Daughters of the 
Revolution "—Exhibit of War Rel- 
los at Atlanta Exposition—Promi- 
ment Women Co-operate with Sei- 
ety of Confederate Veterans. 

The famous band of women who are known 
throughout the land under the name of the 
“Daughters of the Revolution” are to have 
a rival in the “Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy,“ which will hold fts first large meeting 
Nov. 8 at Atlanta, Ga. This new project has 
been agitated for some time in the South, but 
took its birth a short while ago in the City 
of Nashville, which now claims the parent 
chapter of the society. For some time the 
Tennessee chapter was the only one, but the 
rest of the States have taken up the idea 
and all over the South there are divisions 
being formed, meetings held, and these chap- 
ters being affiliated to the mother branch. 
Texas, Maryland, North Carolina, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia 
have been foremost in the work, but in the 
other States the society is also growing. 

The object of this organization is to gather 
together all the women whose fathers, broth- 
ers, husbands, or grandfathers bore a gun in 
the Lost Cause. These are eligible, and 
those who contributed by works such as hos- 
pital nursing have also a right to enter the 
society. It is expected that before many 
months are gone many women in the South 
will be enrolled and form a mighty army. 

The primary object of the society is the 
erection of monuments and dedication of 
memorial tablets to the heroes of the Con- 
federacy, to the wives and mothers of great 
soldiers, and to women whose services. in 
the cause deserve such a recognition. They 
also wish to collect and preserve all mate- 
rials from which history may be formed 
and to gather together all relics of the Con- 
federacy for the use of coming generations. 
To this work most of the women of the South 
will soon be dedicated, and this wonderful 
organization will send its ramifications all 
over the Union. 


Daughters of Famous: Generals. 

The daughters and wives of most of the 
famous Generals will be among the number, 
and though two-thirds of the Generals are 
dead, there is scarcely one who has not some 


feminine representative who will perpetu- 


ate his name in this way. 

First may be mentioned Miss Mildred Lee, 
daughter of the famous Confederate com- 
mander-in-chief, Robert E. Lee, and her 
sister, Miss Mary, who is now in Europe, 
will certainly be of the number. Longstreet, 
has a daughter, who lives in Gainesville, 
Ga. Miss Mary Smith, daughtér of “Extra 
Billy,” the war Governor of Virginia, is at 
the head of one of the chapters, and all the 
men whose fame has made their names 
household words will have a wife or daugh- 
ter in the society. 

The work with which most of the ladies are 
busy now is the meeting which will take 
place at Atlanta, and which will be the first 
great appearance in public of the organiza- 
tion. The ladies are all very busy in the 
work which they have chosen to take upon 
themselves, which is the collection of Con- 
federate relics from all over the South, and 
wlich will form a huge exhibit during the 
exposition. This collection will number 
some of the rarest and most Valuable relics 
in America, and the whole of Dixie will be 
scoured well, that everything relating to 
the South may be on view to the visitors. In 
Washington the sister of Senator Daniel 
of Virginia is gathering all such mementos

It has been definitely decided that the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, together with 
the Society of Confederate Veterans, will 
erect in some city a magnificent hall which 
will be known as the Southern Memorial 
Hall, and which will be a work of vast ex- 
penditure of thought and labor. Within its 
walls will be preserved all the relics which 
will be shown at Atlanta and all that can be 
gathered throughout the South. The idea 
does not contemplate anything but a work 
which will endure for ages. 


Interested in the Museum. 


The meeting will decide what city is to be 
the resting place of this memorial, and many 
are now fighting to get it within their walls. 
It is believed that Washington will secure the 
prize. Atlanta offers as an inducement her 
large and fine building which was once used 
as a Soldiers’ Home, and will do all in her 
power to win the delegates to her cause. 
New Orleans says that she has already a 
fine museum of this character, and that it 
will not require much time or money to add 
to the collection. Nashville has appointed 
a committee to see that her interests are 
well taken care of, and Washington, which 
will be the strongest of the competitors, is 
able to offer advantages which no other ines 
can possess. 

Charles Broadway Rouss, who is a South- 
erner by birth, has announced to the veter- 
ans that he will give the sum of $100,000 to- 


ward the museum if an equally large amount 


is raised in the city which gets the prize. 
Richmond also wishes to get In a claim, and 
she has said that she will give the old man- 
sion once the home of Jefferson Davis, and 
that this would make a most appropriate 
memorial for the South. This matter, how- 
ever, is one which will not be decided upon 
till the middle of next month, and work on 
the hall will then immediately begin and be 
pushed rapidly to completion. 

The idea is to have a beautiful building, 
which will be a gem in architectural art, and 
to store within its walls not only all relics 
but all records regarding the Confederacy 
and pictures of the famous men. In the 
possession of Gen. Wright of Washington 
is a collection of portraits of all of the great 
Southern and most of the famous Union of- 
ficers, numbering about 1,500 in all, which 
forms the mogt valuable historical record 
in the land. This collection will probably be 
purchased for the museum and prove a great 
benefit to the historians of the coming ages. 
Gen. Wright has spent many years in gath- 
282 his pictures and he values them now at 

One Washingtonian has offered to give a 
whole block if the museum is brought to that 
city, and it is also said that the ladies of the 
society will erect adjoining to the hall a 
magnificent hotel, which will be of huge di- 
mensions, run under the care of officers of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, and which 
will be the headquarters of the Southern 
people at the capital. In the museum will 
be all kinds of conveniences, and the value 
of its contents and the beauty of construc- 
tion which is designed to go into it will make 
it one of the show places of the country.

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HERE is something fascinating 
about a shooting suit. The first con-
